Except for the military reserve 
program and his ship, it wasn t 
too formidable. It is hard to be­

lood. There is, of course, no news 
in the fact that Presidents get to 
ike their own way rather more 
than somewhat. 
Senator Johnson has

To All Of Us

WASHINGTON. - One way of 
looking at this battle between pri­ 
vate and public development of our 
great river systems is as a battle 
between two types of minds. 
One is the countinghouse, stock­ 
broker mind which never raises 
its eyes beyond its ledgers and the 
ticker tape. It sees a power site 
as a means of profit for a utility 
company that holds the monopoly, 
an item on an account sheet, and 
not as a unit in a possible bigger 
and broader development of a 
whole river system which, instead, 
would benefit everybody in the 
region and the whole economy. 
The other type of mind is that 
which can see that big, broad can­ 
vass, as did ,for example, Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt half a century ago. 
He saw likewise that only the Fed­ 
eral government can develop a 
whole river system, including its 
tributaries, in an integrated way to 
get the most out of it for the most 
people in the way of hydroelectric 
power, irrigation, navigation and 
flood control.

great dams here and there which 
the people have built for them­ 
selves through their government, 
when we see the rich dividends in 
new and fertile farm lands protect­ 
ed from floods, and when we see 
new communities, new homes, new 
industries providing new jobs. All 
of that not only enriches human 
iving but actually pays out many 
times in income tax returns to our 
Federal treasury. 
One wonders what Theodore Roo­ 
sevelt would say could he come 
sack today and see the counting- 
louse mind once dominant again, 
slotting against any further reali­ 
zation of the dream which still is 
only partly fulfilled. One wonders, 
for instance, what Theodore Roo­ 
sevelt would say to Herbert Hoov­ 
er. 
To one who has seen much of 
the story develop it is not hard to 
understand why the cold, counting- 
house mind has been directed at 
our water resources program by 
the Hoover Commission. 
We who were around here then 
can remember how Herbert Hoover 
opposed the public development of 
Muscle Shoals in Alabama - which 
in time flowered into the great 
TVA - and vetoed in 1931 a bill 
passed by Congress for that pur 
pose, as had President Calvin Cool­ 
idge before him in that counting- 
house era of the 1920’s. 
The memory goes back still fur­ 
ther to an early assignment of a 
young reporter which was covering 
the hearings before the House Mili­ 
tary Affairs Committee in 1922 on 
various bills authorizing the sale 
of the first World War Wilson Dam 
at Muscle Shoals and its nitrate 
plants to private industries, the 
bidders including Henry Ford. But 
a farseeing Senator, 
George W. 
Norris of Nebraska, saw possibili­ 
ties of its development in the pub­ 
lic interest for electric power and 
cheap 
fertilizer 
for farmers. 
Though his bills for that purpose 
were vetoed by the two Presidents, 
he prevented passage of bills to 
hand over the government dam and 
plants - paid for by the taxpayers -- 
to private interests at bargain pric­ 
es. 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt suc­ 
ceeded Herbert Hoover in the White 
House he espoused a broadening 
of the Norris Muscle Shoals venture 
into the TVA embracing the whole 
Tennessee River system. Congress 
‘enacted it. Senator Norris saw his 
dream come true, and not only in 
the Tennessee Valley. For TVA was 
followed in time by great public 
projects of the same kind in var 
ious parts of the country. 
The way was prepared for sound, 
integrated public development of 
our river systems in the public 
interest by the six-year investiga­ 
tion by the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, authorized by the Senate 
in the Hoover Administration. That 
showed how the utilities had failed 
us. Revealed was the exploitation 
of the monopolies they controlled -* 
the inflation of book values to in­ 
crease the rate base and rates; the 
piling of one holding company upon 
another to milk out profits; the 
frenzied 
speculation 
in utility 
stocks 
that 
contributed 
to the 
mania that ended in the stock mar' 
ket crash. 
All of that was corrected by 
various reform statutes, including 
the Public Utility Holding Company 
Act and the Securities and Ex* 
change Act, among others. The 
result was a stabilization of the 
business of the utilities from which 
they and the public benefited. Their 
business expanded greatly, hand-in- 
hand with public development o 
great river valley projects whic 
the government alone is equipped 
to develop in the over-all manner 
required to yield the best returns 
for the public. 
But now this balance of functions 
is threatened once again. Utility 
interests are seeking to upset it, 
to try to stop necessary public de

Commission Sets Antlerless Deer 
Season 
Based upon the findings of Com­ 
mission personnel and forestry of­ 
ficials, and on the recommenda­ 
tions of sportsmen, farm ers and 
others in position to know the situa 
tion, the Pennsylvania Game Com­ 
mission today established a two- 
day state-wide antlerless deer sea­ 
son, to take place December 12 and 
13, 1955. Here are the reasons for 
that decision: 
1. Pennsylvanians are experienc­ 
ing great deer damage to farm 
crops in many counties, and the 
Commission realizes farmers must 
be relieved of this damage. 
2. There are many forested areas; 
in the state under the ownership 
of the Commonwealth, the Federal 
Government, and private interests 
that are undergoing severe over­ 
browsing by deer. This is not only 
detrimental to forest resources but 
to the deer as well. 
3. There are many areas in the 
state where an overabundance of 
deer has caused many highway 
accidents, not only causing loss of 
luman life but also hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of property 
damage. 
The Game Commission has used 
every bit of information available 
in attempting to establish the kill 
quotas in counties where the prob- 
em is present. In regards to this 
the Commission has purposely es­ 
tablished high quotas 
in 
some 
counties and low quotas in others. 
This was done after serious con 
sideration of conditions 
in 
each 
county and on the advice of The 
Pennsylvania Sportsmen’s Federa 
tion, game protectors and citizens. 
This was the recommendation, al­ 
so, at the June 30 meeting with 
representatives of the Pennsylvan­ 
ia Department of Forests and Wa­ 
ters and the Allegheny National 
Forest. 
At the meeting held in Harris 
Durg on June 30, when all the rec 
ognized conservation agencies met 
with the Game Commission, it was 
the unanimous opinion of the or 
ganizations represented that the 
Commission should recognize the 
fact there are too many deer in 
many areas of the state and that 
action should be taken to correct 
the situation. 
*

There will be no close season on 
grackles during the 1955 license 
period, and red squirrels are un­ 
protected all months except Octo­ 
ber I to 28, inclusive, 1955. 
Regulations covering possession 
and transportation limits of legally 
killed small game are the same as 
last year. They allow not more than 
the daily limit for the first day nor 
more than an accumulated total 
for each succeeding day of the 
open season for each species. But 
small game shall not be in excess 
of the 
season 
limit, 
regardless 
where held, stored or found in 
possession. 
There will be no open season on: 
Hungarian partridges, hen pheas­ 
ants, sharp-tailed grouse, and ot­ 
ters.

Harrisburg, in order to hunt deer 
during the special bow 
season. 
Shooting hours during this special 
October bow and arrow season for 
deer shall be, as set by recent 
legislation, from 6 a. rn. to 5:30 
p. rn., E.S.T., all days of the sea­ 
son. 
Certain Big Game Closed: 
There will be no open season in 
1955 on spike bucks with antlers 
less than three inches long, cub 
bears, and elk. 


Furbearer Seasons 
Mink season will extend from 
November 5 to December 31, with 
no limit on the take. 
Muskrats, in unlimited numbers, 
may be taken by 
the 
trapping 
method only December 3 to Janu­ 


ary 28. 
Skunks and opossums remain or 
the unprotected list. They m ay be 
taken in unlimited numbers unti 
September I, 1956. 
The beaver season was again se 
for three weeks, February 15 ti 
March 5, 1956, by trapping only 
The number of these furbearer 
that may be taken will be, a 
last season, 4 in one day or 4 th 
season. 
All hunting and trapping date 
given above are inclusive, excep 
that the last day of each trapping 
season term inates at noon. 
Hunters and trappers are urge* 
to study the information on the' 
1955 hunting licenses, also to cor 
suit the leaflet issued with eac’ 
license for additional details. 


Famous Attorney Dies 
Lemuel B. Schofield, of Philadel 
phia, died of a heart attack Sun­ 
day at the age of 62. He was a 
Warren man, born to a prominent 
family, and made a name in Phila­ 
delphia and national circles as a 
leading lawyer. 
In Warren he is best remember­ 
ed for his sensational defense of 
the late Judge D. U. Arird, when 
the state superior court investigat­ 
ed events in the sentencing of two 
confessed murderers in the Airport 
case. They claimed Judge Arird 
promised them leniency 
if they 
would plead guilty. He gave them 
the chair. Governor Earle changed 
it to life. 
The Philadelphia attorney also is 
remembered for his legal work in 
the Caroline Watson estate 
in 
which he bucked local banking in­ 
terests as auditor. The old Scho 
field home, opposite the fire station 
on Third ave., now is owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Fuellhart. 


The season on small game and 
other wild birds or animals, except­ 
ing migratory birds, will open at 
9 a. rn., Saturday, October 29, and 
run until 5 p. rn., Saturday, No­ 
vember 26. Otherwise, daily shoot­ 
ing hours are 7 a. rn. to 5 p. rn., 
Eastern Standard Time, Sundays 
excepted. 
The season for ruffed grouse, 
grouse, wild turkeys, male ring­ 
neck pheasants, gray, black and 
fox squirrels, bobwhite quail, and 
cottontail rabbits will run for the 
full season state-wide. Limits on 
them are the same as last year, 
except that gray, black and fox 
squirrels have a combined limit 
of 6 a day and 24 the season; 
grouse will be 2 a day and 8 the 
season; wild turkeys, I and I; ring­ 
neck pheasants (cocks only), 2 and 
8; quail, 4 and 12; cottontail rab­ 
bits, 4 and 20. 
There is no close season on rac­ 
coons. They may be taken in un­ 
limited numbers on all days except 
Sundays by either the hunting or 
trapping method until September I, 
1956. 
There is no close season on wood­ 
chucks (groundhogs). They may be 
taken in unlimited numbers except 
on Sundays during the same twelve 
month period. 
Snowshoe rabbits (varying hares) 
may be hunted January 2 to 7, 


BIG GAME 
Shooting hours: 7 a. rn. to 5 p. rn. 
all days of deer and bear seasons, 
excepting the archers’ October deer 
season, given below. 
Bears: 
The season on bears will run for 
two weeks this year, as last - 
November 14-26, inclusive. Only 
bears over one year old are legal 
game. An individual hunter may 
take one bear in the 1955 season. 
A hunting party of 3 or more per­ 
sons may take 2 bears in one day 
or during the entire season. 
Antlered Deer: 
From November 28 to December 
IO., inclusive, a two-week “buck” 
season, state-wide, for animals of 
the following 
description: 
male 
deer with 2 or more points to one 
antler: provided, a male deer with 
an antler 3 or more inches long 
without points, measuring from the 
top of the skull as the deer is in 
life, shall be considered legal, as 
in the 1954 season. 
Antlerless Deer: 
There will be a special two-day 
season, state-wide, for antlerless 
deer, Monday and Tuesday, De­ 
cember 12 and 13. Hunters desiring 
to avail themselves of this special 
season must possess an antlerless 
deer license in addition to the cur­ 
rent hunting license. Special antler­ 
less licenses will be allocated in 
accordance with the present pro­ 
visions of the Game Law, and can 
be obtained only from county treas­ 
urers in the county in which the 
individual desires to hunt. Detailed 
information as to allocations will be 
forthcoming directly. 
Bow Season for Deer: 
The two-week archers’ season, 
October IO to 2, inclusive, will be 
for male deer only as described in 
the antlered deer season above. In 
addition to the regular hunting Ii 
cense every bow hunter, without 
exception, must procure a specia 
archery license costing $2.00 from 
the Department of Revenue only,

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How About The High School? 
A great many months ago, it 
seems it was early last fall, two 
firms were asked to look over the 
present Warren high school build­ 
ing and 
to provide 
comparative 
costs. These costs would compare 
the money needed to remodel the 
present structure to the amount 
required for building a new one. 
We have been told that these 
reports were made many weeks 
ago, but in no report of board 
meetings do we find them. Inas­ 
much as the public is going to pay 
the bill, and because such expense 
is not the exclusive indebtedness 
of the school board, we believe 
those figures are a little overdue. 
We have found nothing about the 
present site to cause us to write a 
line encouraging its continuance as, 
a school. The only thing that could 
change that opinion is cost, and 
there certainly would have to be 
a wide difference 
to 
make 
the 
Spires in Air look anything but 
hopelessly antique. And we have 
talked with only one person who 
didn’t agree. He was a member of 
the school board. 
Without knowing the actual fig­ 
ures we find it difficult to discuss 
this intelligently, but we see no 
future in the one at Market and 
Second. No m atter how much you 
spend, it still will be in a tight 
parking area. Without buying many 
expensive homes on valuable prop­ 
erty it will be impossible to expand 
it so that modern facilities can be 
added. And there is no one among 
us who can definitely see the future 
so well that he can say that we 
never will want to expand even 
more. 
A new school should be on a site 
which will handle any future need. 
It should have plenty of acres, such 
as can be found on the very border 
of Warren and in localities so close 
to most homes that no more would 
need buses than is the case with 
the shack in which we now operate. 
If the school board knows other­ 
wise it certainly is not saying so 
out loud. And even as we have 
said of council when it executive 
sessions on financial matters, this 
is one which definitely is the pub­ 
lic’s business. 
Let's Have Enough 
One hint of the current thinking 
among some circles involved in 
this business of building a new 
school for the Warren area is the 
suggestion 
that 
the 
auditorium 
should seat no 
more 
than 
one 
thousand. The last estimate we saw 
said the school should have a 1500 
seat auditorium. That is far closer 
to the need. 
Even as in the case of Beaty 
school we no doubt will build a 
high school to which rooms can be 
added if the town grows. And being 
normal, it will. But you cannot 
add to an auditorium vwith assur­ 
ance of 
complete 
success. 
You 
might build one in such a way that 
a balcony later could be added, but 
such a 
move 
might 
completely 
change the acoustic values. 
An auditorium should be designed 
to meet all expansion situations, 
even if in the majority of cases a 
few hundred seats are not filled. 
We would prefer to see the two or 
three 
hundred 
empties 
than 
to 
have five or six hundred turned 
away. 
Perhaps this is not the day of 
spectator events, but we believe 
that one of the best supports you 
can lend to any participation ac­ 
tivity is to bring in leading artists 
or performers so that the best can 
be seen by those who either are try­ 
ing or enjoy watching 
or listen­ 
ing. 
Certainly the auditorium should 
be big enough to house all the 
pupils. And they say this school 
will have to house away over one 
thousand. Don’t forget that a thou­ 
sand pupils also means a couple 
thousand parents. All of them will 
learn to enjoy the same entertain­ 
ment if they can find seats. 
We still think two thousand is 
not too large a number. And we 
still believe that kind of thinking 
is broader and more sound than 
the limited view that has left us
